Council Votes Short 
Suffolk St. Opening 

Councilman Severin L. Sorensen spun an intense mo¬ 
ment of sheer, exciting and high drama at Tuesday night’s 
City Council meeting, providing another victory lor the 
embattled Toyon Rd. property owners. 

Whether they ultimately win their 15-month-old strug¬ 
gle they have so' gallantly waged against Prescott Builders, 
a Pasadena subdivider, depends largely upon the courts. 

But for one moment, at least, they tasted the fruits of 
victory when Council, stirred by Councilman Sorensen’s 
dramatic plea in which he read the article on Toyon Rd. by 
Columnist Lee Shippey in last week’s SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS, rebuffed Prescott Builders by refusing the time 
extension their counsel, Atty. Thomas Garcon, requested. 

(The Lee ShlpDey article is reprinted in on adjoining 
coltunn.) 

Atty. Garcon wanted a year’s extension in which to 
present an adequate map of the subdivision, this to bridge 
the time pending while the District Court of Appeals, 
Appellate Division, rules on the city’s temporary writ of 
injunction against the subdivider. 

Prescott Builders has sought to make the city co-plain¬ 
tiff in their suit in Superior Court to oust the Toyon Rd. 
property owners from land they own and which provides 
the only feasible entry into the Prescott subdivision. Toyon 
Rd. property owners have contended that the entire sub¬ 
division is badly planned and a source of danger to the city, 
especially during flood times. 

City Atty. Charles R. Martin had obtained the tempo¬ 
rary writ of prohibition in the Appellate Division which 
presently enjoins Prescott Builders and which also orders 
the Superior Court to show cause whiy it should hear the 
condemnation suits.
